Bailey lake—an ideal home 
for 
coon, ’possum, fish, and frogs. 
In 1900, when the news reached 
the outside world that Cunning­ 
ham Brothers would extend their 
log road from Caruthersville 
to 
Blytheville, Arkansas, (now a part 
¡of the Frisco line from St. Louis 
| to M em phis)—John R. Kelly, a 
i lum berm an of Big Sandy, Tennes- 
, see, recalled that in 1897 he had 
, traded a wagon and two mules for 
eighty acres of land in Southeast 
Missouri—som ewhere in Pem iscot 
' county. He decided to come 
to 
Missouri, locate his land, and if 
1 near the proposed road—start a 
1 town upon it. 
! 
Upon investigation 
he 
found 
¡that the land he had traded for 
! was located on the east side of the 
proposed road and that Jessie N. 
Van Hoy, who owned the land on 
the west side of the track, had 
laid off ten town lots on his land 
and was selling them right along 
¡at from S10 to $15 each. 
Kelley 
immediately laid off two blocks o:' 
lots on his side of the road and 
put them on the m arket at from 
$15 to $25, w ith an offer of a lot 
free to anyone locating in Steele 
with as much as a $2000 stock of 
merchandise—an offer that 
was 
never accepted. 
Mrs. Mary A. Campbell bought 
one ol the lots, on which she op­ 
erated the first hotel or boarding 
house in the town, for $20. About 
ten years ago she sold the lo t for 
$5000. The next day it sold for 
$6000. and today it could not be 
bought for $10,000. 
The town of Steele was incor­ 
porated October 9, 1901, upon a 
petition presented to the county 
court of Pemiscot county by F. T. 
Jackson, the first m erchant to lo­ 
cate here, R. E. M angrum, Thom ­ 
as I. Brooks, T. A. Bostic, Mary 
A. Campbell. George Treece, the 
first postm aster, George W. Dill- 
inder, Jam es R. Davis, W. J. Co­ 
burn, V. T. M ahan, J. L. Williams, 
and J. W. McClanahan, constitut­ 
ing tw o-thirds 
of 
the 
taxable 
residents of the town on that date. 
The territory included in 
the 
corporate lim its of the new town 
was the south block of K elley’s 
first addition, in which were lo­ 
cated the 
Sam ford 
and 
Treecc 
store; Laden’s saloon; and 
Bill 
Coburn’s blacksm ith shop. It was 
often said that if you wasn’t in 
Bob Laden’s saloon you was out­ 


side the incorporate lim its of the 
town. 
The town as originally incor­ 
porated extended from the

side of the railroad track to the 
bank of Bailey lake, and for sev­

Land was valued for the tim ber 
thereon and bould be bought for 
a few dollars per acre, and land 
that at one tim e was thought to

cording to a statem ent made here 
today by W. E. Johns, assistant 
regional rehabilitation director for 
the reselltem ent adm inistration. 
Reports coming in from 
state 
and county workers indicate that 
m any ineligible people are apply­ 
ing for loans. “The rural rehabili­ 
tation program does not provide 
for the 
buying 
of 
farms 
for 
clients”, Johns said. 
“As a rule we are making loans 
only to destitute farm ers who are 
unable to obtain credit from pri­ 
vate sources 
or 
other 
federal 
agencies and who need money to 
continue farm ing”. 
Those eligible for loans include 
farm owners, tenants, sharecrop­ 
pers. or people who 
when 
last 
employed received the m ajor part 
of their income from farming op­ 
erations. To be 
eligible 
clients 
must also be in need of public aid. 
The money cannot be used for 
financing 
or 
refinancing 
farm 
mortgages. It is available only for 
the purchase of equipm ent 
and 
supplies needed in operating the 
farm . 
“Farm ers meeting these qualifi­ 
cations and desiring loans should 
first m ake application 
at 
their 
county relief offices 
or 
through 
county rehabilitation committees,” 
Johns said. “These agencies 
will 
exam ine the applicant’s qualifica­ 
tions and refer eligible cases to 
county rehabilitation 
supervisors 
for further study.” 
No loans will be

addition to 400 quarts of fruit and 
vegetables canned for this 
w in­ 
ter’s use. 
Home raised pork was placed in 
storage and the fam ily of

straw berry patch was started and 
will go into production this com­ 
ing spring.

Just now we should have in 
our Irish potatoes.

SULPHUR MINES IN STATE 
YIELD VALUABLE PRODUCT 


i MISSOURI’S WPA ROLLS 
TO BE REDUCED 20.000 


Most M issourians 
know 
tha. 
iron ore has been taken from cer­ 
tain sections of the state for m ore 
than a century, b u t probably few 
have heard that Missouri has sul­ 
p h u r mines as well. 
W riting in the F ebruary issue 
of Missouri, R ex Williams, a g ra­ 
duate in m etallurgy and an 
m - 
st*-u"tor in m echanics at the Rolla 
School of Mines, tells how sulphur 
w as first discovered, ignored be­ 
cause of preference for iron m in ­ 
ing, and then rem em bered 
and 
taken from the ground. 
M eram ec Spring is generally re­ 
ferred to as the site of the first 
iron m ining and smelting in M is­ 
souri although the m ine 
opened 
there in 1826 and the blast fu rn ­ 
ace built soon afterw ard w ere not 
the first ones in the state. M era­ 
mec Spring gained 
prominence, 
rather, because its mines rem ain ­ 
ed active until after the w ar be­ 
tween the states while others in 
the central Ozark region opened 
and then closed. 
T he early days of the M eram ec 
mine, when the 
only 
available 
transportation to the Ozark hills 
was by oxen and carts, constitut­ 
ed the beginning of a period w hen 
M issouri’s part in the iron 
and 
steel 
industry 
of 
the 
United 
States was im portant; for it was 
not until the L ake Superior iron 
deposits w ere discovered in 1890 
that the state’s position was su­ 
perseded by the northern coun­ 
try. 
“The production of iron ore in 
this state did not stop over night,” 
Mr. Williams wrote. “ In fact :t 
has never stopped completely, b at 
it has diminished until M issouri’s 
iron-ore production is negligible 
in the n ation’s total. Some 10,000,- 
000 of ore have been m ined m 
this state, however, and unques­ 
tionably there rem ains m uch ore 
undeveloped which m ay at some 
future tim e prove to be an asset 
too big to be overlooked. So today 
we find the iron mines in the cen­ 
tral Ozarks of Missouri 
nothing 
more than old 
abandoned 
pits 
about which 
num erous 
legends 
hover ” 
M iners w orking 
in 
Franklin, 
Craw ford, and 
Phelps 
counties 
sometimes cam e 
upon the 
sul­ 
phides of iron, called by m in eral­ 
ogists pyrites and marcasite. M en 
were not pleased to find 
them, 
for their presence was highly de­ 
trim ental to the iron ore and no 
m arket for them was closer than 
the eastern United States. Conse­ 
quently, they 
w ere 
disregarded 
and soon forgotten. 
Not everyone forgot, however, 
for w hen a m arket within shipp­ 
ing distance was established, one 
m iner opened the old Flat Rock 
mine several miles south 
of St. 
Jam es for the pyrite and 
m a r­ 
casite it contained. 
D uring 
that 
y ear— 1906— 4600 tons of minerals 
w ere m ined and shipped to T en ­ 
nessee. A few 
years 
later 
the 
Leslie iron m ine n ear the town 
of Gerald in Franklin county was 
reopened so that m arcasite in it 
could be removed, and w hen at 
the outbreak of the world w ar the 
price of pyrite advanced rapidly, 
several “sulphur” mines w ere op­ 
ened in K ranklin, Crawford, and 
Phelps counties, 
Mr. Williams 
writes: 
“These 
mines were all associated with old 
iron mines, the ‘su lp h u r’ 
being 
found beneath the iron ore. T he 
general structure of these depos­ 
its, to give a very crude 
picture, 
m ight be likened to a huge tea­ 
cup, the walls of which are sand- j 
stone. If such a teacup w ere b u r­ 
ied in the earth 
until 
its 
top 
edges w ere flush with the 
su r­ 
face of the ground, the low er part 
then filled with a m ixture of fine 
and coarse granulated 
m arcasite 
and pyrite, the upper part filled 
with iron ore, and the whole thing 
covered over with a layer of earth 


and rock, th e result would cru d e­ 
ly represent a typical deposit. The 
sandstone 
walls 
are 
sometimes 
visible as 
an 
annular 
outcrop 
around the deposit, though often­ 
tim es no ‘rim -rock’ can be seen. 
The association of the iron ore 
and sulphides is entirely 
logical 
since the iron 
ore 
theoretically 
resulted from the decomposition 
of the iron sulphides. There has 
never been a ‘sulphur’ m ine in 
this region without some iron ore 
being present, but there are m any 
iron mines which contain no ‘sul­ 
p h u r’ in w orkable quantities. In 
fact, experience 
would 
indicate 
that only a few of the old iron 
mines contain ‘su lp h u r’, the geo­ 
logical relation having to be of a 
certain favorable sort in order for 
the sulphides to have been p re ­ 
served.” 
Some of these mines were ex ­ 
hausted and some w ere not d u r­ 
ing the world war; but as prices 
declined, operations ceased, 
and 
in 1919 ‘su lp h u r’ m ining in M is­ 
souri was abandoned. It was not 
resum ed until 1932. In that year, 
directly in the m iddle of the de­ 
pression, the Ruepple Mine near 
Staunton was operated, 
and 
in 
1933, these three w ere in produc­ 
tion; the C herry Valley 
No. 
2, 
northeast of Steelville; the Hobo 
mine, southeast of Bourbon; and 
the St. Clair mine, southwest of 
St. Clair. In the year following, 
the Moselle m ine No. 10, south of 
Rolla was opened, but since th at 
tim e all except the Cherry V al­ 
ley and the Moselle mines 
have 
been closed again. These two are 
operated steadily, however, 
and 
together they 
produced 
several 
carloads of pyrite a day. 
The Cherry Valley m ine is an 
underground one with the “sul­ 
p h u r” in the bottom of an old 
pit form ed by the iron mining of 
previous years. T he Moselle m ine 
is also an old iron m ine bu the 
“su lp h u r” is being rem oved 
by 
open pit methods. Both mines use 
local labor and prefer hand w ork 
to that of m achinery. 
The chief use 
of pyrite 
and 
m arcasite is in m aking sulphuric 
acid, best know n to people as the 
acid in the common storage b a t­ 
teries of automobiles. It is also 
used in m aking steel, paint, food­ 
stuff. fertilizer, textiles, and m any 
other products. The 
pyrite 
and 
m arcasite 
are 
crushed, 
ground 
finely, and burned so that 
sul­ 
p h u r gases formed m ay be caught 
and converted into acid. All of the 
M issouri pyrite finds its m arket 
in th e St. Louis area. 
Tourists m ay easily reach 
the 
two mines by automobile.

It is available only for 
the purchase of equipment 
and 
supplies needed in operating the 
farm. 
“Farmers meeting these qualifi­ 
cations and desiring loans should 
first make application 
at 
their 
county relief offices 
or 
through 
county rehabilitation committees. 
Johns said. “These agencies 
will 
examine the applicant’s qualifica­ 
tions and refer eligible cases to 
county rehabilitation 
supervisors 
for further study.” 
No loans will be 
made 
until 
farming facilities of clients have 
been checked and complete farm 
and 
home 
management 
plans 
worked out. These plans must be 
mapped out to indicate clearly th? 
client’s ability to repay the loan 
under normal farming conditions.

Much of the corn had a

moisture content which was con­ 
siderably damaged by the recent­ 
ly very low temperatures. While 
this damage , of course is greatest, 
throughout the northern and wes­ 
tern portions of the state, yet this 
damage is quite extensive and is 
to be found in New Madrid coun­ 
ty.According to tests being made 
b> the field crops department of 
the University of Missouri, most 
“crib run" com is germinating as | 
low as 50 per cent and not higher 
than 75 per cent. Corn 
sent 
in 
from this county to be tested, has 
on the whole, run a little better 
than the above. However, most of 
these tests 
have 
certainly 
not 
been sufficiently high to 
insure 
good stands unless properly se­ 
lected. 
If the farmers of the county de­ 
pend on going to their cribs for 
seed at planting time 
they 
are 
likely to be disappointed in the 
stands which result. Also, if this 
procedure is generally 
followed I 
there will be a general shortage 
in seed a little due to the large 
amount of replanting 
necessary. 
Every New Madrid county farm ­ 
er is urged to test his seed corn 
in order to save time, labor and 
expense of replanting. 
Due to the heavy demand being 
made upon the field crops depart­ 
ment they will not be able to take i 
care of all the tests. Consequently, 
j farmers of the county are urged 
to make their own tests. The "rag 
doll’’ test is generally recommend­ 
ed as being rather sure, quick and 
easily made.
